In the course of his lecture Mr. Sarcey 


explained a theory of modesty. The sense 
of shame, he said, is not natural or essen- 
tial to man. According to -the Hiblical 
legend, the sense of shame is due to the 
.sentiment of nudity. Mr. Sarcey suggest- 
ed that it might have been born of co- 
quetry, Woman rendered herself more 
aesii-ible by hiding some-p.irts of her per- 
son- In short it will be generally admitted 
that modesty is an artificial sentiment: the 
result of education and 
civilization. 
It 


- changes from ngc to age. from nation to 


nation, and lr;m individual to individual. 
There is obviously .1 wide diffcrenie be- 
tween the sense of shame of the inhabit- 
ants of Otaheiti and that of those ultra re- 
fined Anglo-Saxon ladies who describe 
their stomachs as the .front parts of their 
backs. The sense of shame is an artificial 
sentiment founded on certain conven- 
tions, the first ol which is that tlie senti- 
ment of nudity produces the sense of 
shame. In order to show how fictitious 
the sense of shame is, Mr. Sarcey quoted 
a number of circumstances in. every-day 
life where it is counterbalanced by an- 
other convention. A woman, for instance, 
allows herself to be examined by a doctor; 
an artist's model will pose naked before a 
dozen men and hide herself when a strang- 
er enters, because the dozen- painters see 
only. the beauty of. the form, while the 
stranger sees only the nudity of the wo- 
man: a lacy .it her toilet would not allow

from an offensive work. The sense of 
shnme, being the remit1 of the sentiment of 
nudity, -HI always .-.ppr.-.r when the biter 
scntinxcnt is not counterbalanced by some 
oiher, when the convention of modesty is 
nor canceled by some convention. We 
must always seej< the intention'otthe art- 
ist, and it will be found that if in his study 
pf the nude he has sought the realization 
uf some ,1-sthf-tir conrrption. if he has 
sought to reproduce beauty, his intention 
covers his work as with a veil and ptc- 
vcnts us from seeing the nudity of it. The 
r.i?e of literature is exactly analagous. 
Baudelaire in the "Fleurs du Mai." Flau- 
bert in "Madime Bovarv," 7.ola in the 
VAsfommoir." wrote in good faith and not 
with the intention of shocking the modesty 
of their readers. 
Those whose sense of 


shame is offended by "Madame llovary' 
me not artists enough to appreciate it. It 
is onlyjust in art as in literature to follow 
the direction which the artist or the author 
jives to our attention in short, to observe 
his intention. The intention of the porno- 
graphic journals is to describe nudity for 
nudity's sake, with a wealth of foul detail* 
that are chosen for no other reason than 
their foulness: Snxh yioduUions have 
nothing to 9)0 with literature and their sup- 
pression in no. way affects the liberty of 
the press. In a country of absolute liber- 
tv they would be abolished as ycu abolish 


• a nuisance and as the police take charge 


of ainan who it guilly of indecen..7 in the 
public highway. 
That they have bciii al- 


lowed to dUgraccT Tafis for more than 
three months is only another proof ol the 
indifference of the French In mailers or 
public interest and of the singular slow
